Tbo bong]; is hnng ia a 
placo whero tbtntt tvijl be no obstacle to 
passing nmior it, and the penalty for 
(.'sing caught beiieuta its branches all 
know. 


The iaiatietoo of the Draids i* Viscum 


uibani. It is a true parasite, esisitu;; 011 
tho sap of other trees, aud never ut uny 
time is u iu contact with the soiL It 
grows freely on apple, pear and plnrn 
trees, on poplars, thorns, maples and 
basswood, aiid rarely on the oak. It is 
eaid that tho only sacred aiisdetoo of 
tbu Druids was that found upon the oak.

The beginuing of thisman-h of !ia in-

It has "trickled 
along southwurd little by little until 
extent of the sconrgtj caa be 
jrom this susaioary of its spread:

Orangfe Frte State, Zoluland, Natal, all 
ho German and Portugnese pofisessious 
m cast and west Africa, :md now Cape 
Mony, tho sonthcraniost conutry, is 
being devastated. MUlionsand millions 
of cattle have died, and south of tho 
22mt«ai river alone 1,250,000 sqaare 
miles of country have Ix-cn attaeied. 


Iu Cape Colony it is estimated there 


ara 2,000,000 cattlo, and it is not ex- 
pected more than 1 per cftnt can bo saved. 
The immediate effect of this absolute 
annihilation of cattle will be to leave 
the people impoverished. Most of tho 
natives depend on the cattle for beef, 
their chief food and the only meat avail- 
able, and on the draft cseu for means 
of transport. With the cattle gone, a 
meager supply of cereals will be irft as 
the only meana of sustenance, while- 
owing to tho few railroads, the means of 
moving ereii this produce will also bo 
taken away. The wcrst phase of the sit- 
uation is its absolute hopelessness. 


The farming industry will bo killed 


temporarily by this devastation. P. E. 
Thompson, a pioneer of Matabeleland 
and a member of the legislature of the 
Cape, prophesies that the scourge will 
drive into the cities the thousands of 
people "who own small farms with 50 
head of cattle" and will force them into 
trades to make a living. But tho iilli- 
inate effect on the farming industry of 
the continent, an effect that may not be 
developed for many years, should be 
wholesome. The "hale nomad popula- 
tion, which has been devoted to idleness 
and soldiering" iii merely tending the 
herds of cattle, will Deforced into agri- 
cultural pursuits in order to live.

000,000. The protective measures thvn 
taken were so radical that the scourge 
scccnmbed, but tho inquiry that follow- 
ed to determine the nature, origin and 
proper method of treating the diso-ise 
was practically fruitless.

Koch, the Gemsaii bacteriologirol spe- 
cialist, is now ia South Africa studying 
the disease in the hope of discovering ita 
germ. The most he expe<:te is to provide 
a protection agaisist outbreaks in tho 
future. Ke regaitls the cattle of South 
Africa us doomed.

ers this year held its sho-.v at Perth.

The reason given is the curioosouo that 
maybe the Aberdeen-Angus breed has 
reached its climax aud cannot be im- 
proved on farther. What do American 
Aberdeen-Augos breeders think of this 
opinion?

cleanliness, pnre and simple. Disinfect 
the pens, Nheds, yards and feeding 
troagbs where diseased animals have 
been and burn up all tho Jitter nml bed- 
ding. Whsr. yon br.y hogs for fattening 
or other purposes, on no Bcconnt tarn 
them in with thooa yon already have. 
Quarantine thom three weeks or 
:v 


month till yon are certain there is no 
disease amoDgthem. The Uniled States 
government is a great siuncr iu this 
matter in one way—in not seeing to it 
that railroad coa:pnnios curry out to 
the very letfM the finnitary regulations 
for animal shipments. Much of the hog 
cholorn infection is ctirricu from (jis« 
part of i hi- country to another by tho 
shipping cars.
